Vote A 7 o On Question 1 

If you want to give the State Legislature a blank 
check to increase your State income taxes, you should 
vote “Yes” on Question No. 1 on next Tuesday's elec¬ 
tion ballot. 

If you believe your State income tax should be a 
graduated one, rising in proportion to the taxable 
wages you earn, as the federal tax does, you should 
vote “Yes.” 

But if you feel you are paying about all the taxes 
you can stand, the thing to do is vote “No.” 

Whether you vote "Yes” or "No,” do it with your 
eyes open and realizing the significance of the vote 
you cast. 

Don't be confused or misled by arguments that 
the passage of this referendum will simply enable the 
Legislature to study the question of whether a grad¬ 
uated State income tax should be enacted. That's too 
ridiculous to deserve comment. 

\ r ou can be absolutely certain that the approval 
of this referendum will be construed by members of 
the Legislature as a public mandate for a graduated 
State income tax. 

You can be sure, too, that it will be accepted by 
the legislature as an invitation t» raise taxes. 

Exactly what kind of a graduated income tax 
would be adopted if the referendum is approved is un¬ 
certain because this is a "pig-in-a-poke” proposition. 
Nobody really knows what kind of bill the Legislature 
would enact. 

Most authorities, who have studied the matter, 
come up with the educated guess that anyone who 
earns more than $5000 a year probably would be hit 
; by a graduated income tax. 

Since most persons are not disposed to stab them¬ 
selves purposely in the pocketbook, it would be safe 
to assume that the graduated tax referendum would 
be defeated—except for three factors. 

One is that a great deal of misinformation has 
been issued to the public concerning this referendum. 

The second is that many persons, when uncertain 
about a referendum, are disposed to vote “Yes” on it. 

The third is that many other people don’t bother 
to vote at all on a referendum. 

If you don’t want to give the Legislature a blank 
check on raising your State income taxes—if you don't 
relish the idea of paying more income taxes—take the 
time to vote “No” on Question No. 1 next Tuesday.

Edward M. (Ted) Kennedy should roll up a big 
.plurality over George C. Lodge in their contest for a 
seat in the U. S. Senate. Ted probably will win in run¬ 
away fashion. 

The polls will indicate about a 400,000-vote mar¬ 
gin for Ted, with his plurality going above or below 
that figure, depending on the size of the turnout, 

Stuart Hughes probably will poll about 50,000 to 
60.000 votes. Present indications are that he will not 
get as many votes as he did nomination signatures. 
The Cuban showdown cost him some support, and he 
I never had much anyway. 

President Kennedy’s masterful handling of the 
I Soviet threat in Cuba, which sent his prestige sky- 
I rocketing to an all-time high, hasn’t injured his younger 
I brother’s chances of achieving a seat in the U. S. Sen- 
late. If it hasn’t shifted any votes to Ted, it certainly 
I helped to solidify those he already had. 

Governor John A. Voipe is a solid favorite to gain 
I reelection to a second term and beat back the determ- 
liued challenge of Endicott (Chub) Peabody although 
[there is some evidence that Peabody has been closing 
lin on Voipe and that their race may be tighter than 
|the Voipe camp believs it is. 

A victory for Peabody would be a definite upset, 
but it is not beyond the realm of political possibility. 
Vp-to-the-moment surveys indicate that Voipe is 
leading Peabody by between 50,000 and 100,000 
votes. 

That conclusion is disputed by both the Voipe and 
|Peabody camps. Voipe lieutenants predict that the Gov¬ 
ernor will defeat Peabody by a greater plurality than 
ithe 131,000-vote margin by which he won over Joseph 
|D. Ward two years ago. Next Tuesday night may prove 
Ithem right, but this writer's survey indicates a closer 
grace. 

The Peabody strategists insist that their man is 
running on Volpe’s heels and will catch him by election 
day. 

While public opinion has pretty well jelled, some 
voters are still undecided on whom they will pick be¬ 
tween Voipe and Peabody. They represent an important 
factor. A small percentage shift of the decided voters

also would send Peabody into the lead. 

The Cuban crisis probably reacted to Volpe’s 
political advantage for two reasons. 

One is that in time of emergency there is a tend¬ 
ency not to change horses and to let the man in office 
stay there if he is doing a creditable job. The second was 
that it slowed down Peabody’s drive when it appeared 
to be gathering momentum and picking up speed. 

The appraisal this observer would make of the 
gubernatorial battle is that Voipe has a slender lead, 
that he should be able to hold it, but that he and his 
supporters may have some uneasy moments when the 
returns are being reported Tuesday night. 

Endicott Peabody has made a hard fight. He’s a 
campaigner of unlimited energy. He’s a stronger candi¬ 
date than Ward was in 1960. He may draw Republican 
votes which no one expects him to get. It would be 
foolhardy to count him out 

But Voipe, after two years in the Governorship, 
is much better known and has far greater stature 
today than he did two years ago. 

High stakes will bo riding on Tuesday’s election 
for Voipe. If he wins reelection in decisive fashion while 
Ted Kennedy is capturing a Senate scat in a landslide, 
Voipe will be projected into the forefront as a serious 
contender for a place on the Republican national 
ticket in 1964. 

Representative Francis W. Perry of Duxbury, 
whose one-man probe of the State Waterways Division 
exposed shocking scandals and attracted state-wide at¬ 
tention, and Attorney Francis X. Bellotti of Quincy 
appear to be engaged in a neck-and-neck race for the 
Lieutenant Governorship, with the outcome a tossup. 

Polls and surveys on this contest have produced 
confusing and conflicting returns. 

On the acclaim he received for his work in ex¬ 
posing sweetheart parking deals and a scandalous 
waste of public funds by the Waterways Division, 
Perry should be rated the favorite. 

Perry is not a political glamor boy. But he is prob¬ 
ably the outstanding member of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. He can stand before the voters and show 
that in a period of four years he saved the people of 
Massachusetts $650,000 by the deals he was responsible 
for stopping. Whether that makes an impact on the 
voters is a question next Tuesday night will answer. 
The Perry-Bcllotti battle seems even closer 
than the Volpe-Peabody fight. Its outcome might de¬ 
pend on 11th hour developments and the impression 
the opposing candidates make in the final days be¬ 
fore election. 

If Voipe and Bellotti should 
both win their respective con¬ 
tests, it would be the first time 
in the history of Massachusetts 
that tho State elected both a 
Goiernor and a Lieutenant 
Governor of Italian descent 
and the third time in three de¬ 
cades that it elected a Gov¬ 
ernor of the opposite party. 

If Perry is elected the next 
Lieutenant Governor, you ran 
expect a pretty close scrutiny 
of State contracts when they 
reach the Governor's Council. 

Perry has become quite an ex¬ 
pert on contract shenanigans 
as a result of the various 
probes he has conducted. 

Perhaps the most confusing 
of all the state-wide election 
clashes is that for Attorney 
General between Democrat 
Francis E. Kelly and Republi¬ 
can Ernest W. Broolce. 

Brooke is rated the favorite 
by the political pundits. Polls 
which have been made point to 
him as the likely winner. 

But Kelly is a very formid¬ 
able contender, and political 
analysts sense that he has been 
making headway in his fight. 

Surveys made to ascertain 
the trend of the Brooke-Kelly 
battle have shown a surpris¬ 
ingly large percentage of on- 
the-fence voters. 

Political analysts now sur¬ 
mise that a large portion of the 
people who say they're unde¬ 
cided on how thev're voting 
for Attorney General have act¬ 
ually made up their minds but 
are keeping their intentions to 
themselves. 

If that is true — and there 
is good reason to believe it is 
— a big “ silent ” vote will 
make itself felt, in the Attorney 
General fight. 

Brooke is a good campaign¬ 
er. has a pleasing personality 
and is an extraordinarily fine 
speaker. The fact that he 
stumped the State two years 
ago in his unsuccessful bid for 
election as Secretary of State 
is helping him in this cam¬ 
paign. because he is better 
known as a result of his 1960 
efforts. 

Kelly, however, is even 
more widely known than 
Brooke. He has served two 
terms as Attroney General 
and one as Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor. He has been up and 
down and across the Common¬ 
wealth time after time in cam¬ 
paign after campaign. 

Endicott Peabody. Speaker 
John W. McCormack. Francis 
X. Bellotti and all the mem¬ 
bers nl the Democratic State 
ticket have, joined forces with 
Kelly. 

What probably will win or 
lose the election for Kelly, 
however, is the sweepstakes 
issue to which his entire cam¬ 
paign is pitc hed .The idea of 
raising State funds through a 
sweepstake is one which has 
tremendous appeal for a great 
many people. 

One factor which is diffi¬ 
cult to determine in apprais¬ 
ing the prospects of Feahodv, 

Kellv and Bellotti is the 
amount of strength that Ted 
Kennedy will generate to them. 

It isn’t so much that Teds 
popularity is rubbing off on 
them as it is that he will pull' 
out Democratic voters who oth- i 
erwise would not go to the 
polls.

Alvin C. Tamkin 
Cites Record Of 
Public Service 

Governor’s Counc i 11 o r 
Alvin C. Tamkin, conclud¬ 
ing his campaign for re- 
election to the Executive 
Council, declared today 
that he is seeking a sec¬ 
ond term in the Council on 
the basis of his “personal 
and public reputation for 
integrity.”

Muther Files To 
Stop Violations 
On Election Laic 

Representative Lorenz F. 
Muther, Jr„ of Waban is 
filing legislation this week to 
prevent further violations of 
the spirit if not the letter of 
the present law governing the 
conduct of candidates’ work 
ers at the polling places. 

"On last September’s Pri 
mary Day, workers for at leas 
two candidates solicited vote? 
right at the doorways of th< 
Mason-Rice school polling 
place,” asserted Rep. Muthei 

"Thus, after voters had run 
the gauntlet of regularly 
soliciting workers 150 feet 
away from the polling place, 
they were subjected to further 
importuning.” he said. 

“The spirit of the present 
law is to prevent this kind of 
practice, but its wording is 
such that if a worker displays 
no badges, signs or other ad¬ 
vertising and does not hand 
out any cards or literature but 
merely stands at the doorway 
and verbally solicits a vote for 
his candidate he is within the 
law," Rep. Muther stated. 

"Workers reported to me 
that as a practical matter at 
Mason-Rice most voters were 
antagonized rather than being 
favorably influenced by this 
last second begging, so that 
as far as the candidates are 
concerned the action appears 
to be self-defeating,” he said. 

"In any event I believe the 
wording of the present rule 
should be improved, both to 
save the voters needless an¬ 
noyance and to bring the law 
specifically into accord with 
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LORENZ F. MUTHER JR. 

its basic intent. 

‘Therefore, after consulta¬ 
tion with the Newton City 
Clerk I have decided to file 
new legislation for that pur¬ 
pose,” Rep. Muther concluded.

The cam¬ 
paigning itself was nearing a 
noisy crescendo with the cli¬ 
max due to be reached on the 
weekend. 

Watch Vote Cast For Kennedy 

While Newton is expected to 
favor the Republican candi¬ 
dates for statewide offices 
next Tuesday, speculation is 
life as to the extent to which 
Ted Kennedy will be able to 
cut into the GOP vote. 

Hot fights are being waged 
in both of Newton’s legislative 
districts for places in the 
House of Representatives. 

Representatives George E. 
Rawson and Arthur G. Heaney 
both are retiring from office, 
and knock-down battles have 
developed for the places they 
are vacating. 

In the fourth Middlesex dis¬ 
trict Representative John W. 
Whittemore is generally ex¬ 
pected to win reelection to 
another term. 

The three candidates for 
the other seat from that dis¬ 
trict are Alderman Joseph G.

Endicott (Chub) Pea¬ 
body, Democratic nominee 
for Governor, today ac¬ 
cused Governor Volpe of 
talking out of both sides 
of his mouth about Presi¬ 
dent Kennedy, at one mo¬ 
ment criticizing him and 
at another time praising 
him.

Volpe himself declares that 
one of the major achievements 
of his administration was that 
he restored to the citizens of 
Massachusetts confidence 
the integrity of the executive 
branch of their state govern 
ment. 

Among the actions cited by 
Volpe which were taken under 
him as Governor were the cre¬ 
ation of a State ( rime Com¬ 
mission and the adoption of a 
Code of Ethics bill. 

The new Code of Ethics es¬ 
tablishes rigid standards of 
behavior for public office¬ 
holders and provides strong 
penalties for violators. 

Volpe pointed out that he 
has appointed seven prominent 
Massachusetts citizens to the 
State Crime Commission 
“which is already at work on 
a program of direct action in 
rooting out crime and corrup¬ 
tion.” 

Governor Volpe recalled 
that in the area of gd/ern- 
mental integrity he also made 
two other decisive and impor¬ 
tant moves. 

Following the telecasting of 
the celebrated documentary, 
“Biography of & Bookie Joint,” 
Volpe ordered an investigation 
of the Boston police commis¬ 
sioner. 

He subsequently levelled 
charges against that official 
who resigned during a public 
Inquiry of his official conduct. 

Soon afterwards Volpe sign 
ed into law an important home 
rule bill which, for the first 
time in 60 years, gave the 
Mayor of Boston the power to 
appoint the police commis 
sioner. 

The second decisive move 
was again the levelling of 
charges for alleged misconduct 
—this time against the Direc 
tor of the State Waterways 
Division. Following two hear¬ 
ings, the director was suspend¬ 
ed from office. 

Volpe said that he always 
has moved swiftly and decis¬ 
ively to eliminate all vestige 
of graft and corruption 
throughout the State govern¬ 
ment. 

Governor Volpe declares that 
he always had been a strong 
advocate of home rule for Bey 
StAte cities and towns. 

He said he has repeatedly 
urged the Legislature to avoid 
Imposing additional financial 
burdens on the local cities and 
towns without first obtaining 
the approval of the communi 
ties involved. 

One of the most Important 
“home rule” actions taken by 
Governor Volpe was his veto 
of the so-called "air rights” 
bill, which was sustained by 
the Legislature.

75th Birthday 

Philip Purcell. Newton 
police chief, will be on hand 
for the 75th anniversary din¬ 
ner lot the Massachusetts 
Chiefs of Police Association, 
one of the oldest law enforce 
ment organizations in the na¬ 
tion. to be held Saturday eve¬ 
ning.

The members meet monthly 
to discuss and solve their 
problems.

VA Develops 
New Design 
Artificial Leg 

An artificial leg of revolu¬ 
tionary new design is being is¬ 
sued by the Veterans Admin¬ 
istration to eligible veterans. 

For above-knee ampul y s, 
the leg has a hydraulic knee 
mechanism which is designed 
to permit more graceful and 
efficient walking, with less 
energy. 

This is the first such arti¬ 
ficial leg to become available 
for use other than research. 
Developed commercially by a 
Glendale. Calif., firm it was 
field-tested by the VA for 
about a year before the agen¬ 
cy began general issue. 

As a result of the VA test, 
several design changes have 
been made by the manufac¬ 
turer to overcome early diffi¬ 
culties that were encountered. 

Dr. Robert E. Stewart, di¬ 
rector of the VA prosthetic 
and sensory aids service in 
Washington, D. C., said the 
new leg has been issued by 
the VA to 500 veteran-ampu¬ 
tees, including the 100 who 
took part in the field test. 
Acceptance among this test 
group was very high. 

He said about 8,500 addi¬ 
tional veterans are potentially 
eligible to receive the device 
from the VA and eventually 
may get it, on medical recom¬ 
mendation, as their artificial 
legs become outworn during 
the next few years. 

The new leg will be pre¬ 
scribed by VA physicians 
through the 81 VA prosthetic

able performance with a slip¬ 
pery ball. 

He also splashed across for 
a fourth touchdown and 
scored two two-point conver¬ 
sions on rushes after the first 
two touchdowns. In addition, 
he directed his team, did the 
punting and played safety on 
defense. 

It was little wonder that 
Coach Jim Romayne rated 
Manuel as superior to Ever¬ 
ett's Bobby Leo who was re¬ 
sponsible for Newton’s first 
defeat of the season.

up to 70 miles per hour. The 
only place they may be legally 
operated are on the owner's 
own property. They may not 
be operated on the sidewalk or 
on the road. Property owners 
who permit children to op¬ 
erate these carts on their land 
should be aware of the liabili¬ 
ties they must assume. 

The revolution in the teach¬ 
ing of mathematics was ex¬ 
plained by Eugene Ferguson, 
head of the mathematics de¬ 
partment at the Newton High 
Schools in a talk entitled 
“MOPUP” (Mathematics for 
Parents Under Pressure). Mr. 
Ferguson explained that the 
toughest problem in the new 
math is training the teachers, 
and an in-service training pro¬ 
gram is in constant operation 
to keep up the training of 
teachers who are new to the 
system. 

The principles of mathe¬ 
matics must be understood by 
a space-age population, and 
not learned by rote as they 
were previously. The revolu¬ 
tion in the math curriculum 
is about 35 to 40 years over¬ 
due, and was brought about 
by advances in mathematical 
research, automation and the 
use of computers. 

For parents who asked for 
a course in the new math for 
themselves Mr. Ferguson sug¬ 
gested that they request les¬ 
sons from their own children. 
He said that, if invited by 
local PTA’s, he would try to 
prepare a demonstration math 
program. 

The problem of the Hallo¬ 
ween schedule was raised by 
Mrs. Thomas A. Morris presi¬ 
dent of Cabot PTA. She ques¬ 
tioned whether the purpose of 
the school parties, which is 
to keep the children off the 
streets, was actually being 
realized. She mentioned the 
difficulties encountered by 
parents when children in the 
same family go to different 
parties at different times and 
the parents themselves are in¬ 
volved in helping at* these 
parties. 

Mrs. Sidney Wolbarst men¬ 
tioned that there would be a 
10 per cent increase in dues 
paid by PTA’s to the Council, 
except for groups with a 
membership of under 100 
families whose dues would be 
a fixed $10.

George C. Lodge led Ed¬ 
ward M. (Tedl Kennedy, the 
man who generated the Dem¬ 
ocratic sweep in Massachu¬ 
setts, by only 7096 votes in 
Republican Newton. Lodge 
polled 23,134 votes to 16,039 
for Kennedy while H. Stu¬ 
art Hughes drew 2635 votes in 
the city. 

Governor Volpe received 
25,215 votes to 16.789 for 
Peabody in Newton, giving 
the Governor a Garden City 
plurality of 8426. 

Representative Perry, 
struggling against the Demo¬ 
cratic tide, rolled up 25,581 
votes in Newton against 15,- 
495 for Bellotti, yielding

Next to Brooke, veteran

Newton voted 6-1 against a 
graduated State income tax 
and recorded itself almost as 
strongly against a $1500-a- 
year pay raise which mem¬ 
bers of the Legislature voted 
themselves two years ago. 

On the proposal to amend 
the State Constitution in or¬ 
der to allow the adoption of 
a graduated State law, the 
vote was 31,401 against the 
tax and 6439 for it.

Newton voted wet on all 
three liquor licenses. 

The vote on pari-mutuel 
betting on horse racing was 
just about a standoff, with 
18,744 persons voting to le¬ 
galize it and 18,527 dissent- 
ing. 

Newton recorded itself 
against betting on dog rac¬ 
ing. The vote was 17.202 in 
favor and 18.943 against.

Gibbs Urges Flu 
Shots For All 
City Employes 

Mayor Donald L. Gibbs’ re¬ 
cent request that Dr. Henry 
M. Greenleaf, public health di¬ 
rector, make influenza im¬ 
munization available to all 
city employes on a voluntary 
basis and without charge, was 
the subject of a bulletin to all 
department heads from 
Harold T. Pillsbury, admini¬ 
strative assistant to the 
Mayor. 

The shots are particularly 
important for the uniformed 
services, street department 
workers and key administra¬ 
tive personnel, the bulletin 
pointed out, and the depart¬ 
ment heads were reminded 
that proper immunization is 
generally considered to be 
from 60 to 75 percent effective. 

Relative to side effects, the 
bulletin warned that anyone 
who has ever developed any 
sensivity to eggs should not 
take the shots, as occasionally 
a severe reaction occurs. In 
this connection, Dr. Green- 
leaf states that “we are not 
aware of any other reaction to 
the vaccine other than that a 
certain percentage of those 
immunized suffered a mild 
and/or generalized discom¬ 
fort.”

Pres. Pusey 
Of Harvard 
Speaker Here 

The Brotherhood Temple 
Mishkan Tefila of Newton, 
acting in cooperation with the 
National Federation of Jewish 
Men’s Clubs, New England 
Division, will play host on 
Tuesday evening, November 
13, to Dr. Nathan Marsh 
Pusey, president of Harvard 
University. The event will be 
a banquet-dinner meeting in 
Temple Mishkan Tefila, and 
the honorary co-chairmen of 
the evening will be two of the 
Brotherhood’s foremost mem¬ 
bers, who are also former 
class-mates of Dr. Pusey. 

Harvard’s famous president, 
with an international back 
ground in the Arts and Sci¬ 
ences, took up his present po¬ 
sition in 1953 after serving as 
president of Lawrence College 
for nine years. He is best 
known for designing and ex¬ 
ecuting the heroic program 
for Harvard, with a goal of 
$82,500,000 to strengthen lib¬ 
eral education. More than 
$58,000,000 was designated by 
Dr. Pusey to the program for 
Harvard medicine. 

Over all. Dr. Pusey has su¬ 
pervised the development of 
scores of improvements and 
radical changes in the great 
Harvard University.

tion in which more than two million people go to the 
polls. 

That’s the way it was on election night as the re¬ 
turns came in, first in trickles and then in floods. 

On the first analysis of scattered returns the fight 
was rated a dead heat, with Volpe and Peabody, running 
neck and next, shoulder to shoulder. 


Then the vote came in 
i from Democratic Boston, 
where Peabody should have 
been strong but was mak¬ 
ing a sub-normal showing, 
and it pointed to Volpe as 
the winner. 

Next came the returns 
from such areas as Spring- 
field, Holyoke, Pittsfield, 
Everett, Waltham and 
Brookline, and they put 
Peabody right back in the 
running again and created 
a confused, uncertain fight 
in which nobody seemed to 
have an advantage. 

Returns began to roll in 
from the towns. Volpe 
wasn’t doing as well as it 
was expecteu he would. He 
wasn’t running well enough 
in them to win. The re¬ 
turns formed what seemed 
to be a pattern, and Pea¬ 
body was declared the win¬ 
ner. 

Volpe at first was un- 
convmceu. tie tnougnl

hopeless, that deleai was 
sure. 

Shortly before dawn Vol¬ 
pe acceptea cne mevita 
ole,” conceded his deieat, 
congratulated reaoouy auu 
went to oed.

Big vote totals suddenly 
came in for Volpe. The 
> margin melted. 

With one precinct in Eas¬ 
ton still to report its total, 
Peabody led oy 280 votes. 
Tnat was wnen tne experts 
succumbed to screaming at¬ 
tacks of the heebie-jeemes, 
and they called the men in 
the white coats to take over 
the situation. 

At 3 o’clock Wednesday 
morning Peabody thanked 
the people of Massachu¬ 
setts for electing him Gov¬ 
ernor (after the experts as 
sured him that the voters 
had done exactly that). 

Peabody announced 
that he would take a 
short rest over the com¬ 
ing weekend and then re¬ 
turn to start work on the 
State’s next budget. He 
already was weighing the 
problems he would as¬ 
sume as Governor. 

Now Peabody’s problem 
is to win back the electior 
he thought he had won. 
and he is facing the monu¬ 
mental task of a state-wide 
recount. 

Except for Volpe’s amaz¬ 
ing comeback after he was 
counted out and his pol¬ 
itical requiem had been 
sung, the election pundits 
probably would be report¬ 
ing that the Democratic 
tide which rolled across 
Massachusetts in Tuesday's 
election all but wrecked the 
twoparty system in the 
State. 

Now Ihe uncertainty 
surrounding the Volpe- 
Peabod.v struggle and the 
fact that Volpe still may 
be reelected may save the 
GOP from disaster which 
seemingly had engulfed 
it. 

If any election ever de¬ 
monstrated the importance 
' of a single vote—the pos¬ 
sible significance when a 
few persons decide they 
won’t take the time to go 
to the polls—this was it. 

The dramatic windup of 
the contest between Volpe 
and Peabody served to pull 
the spotlight of public at¬ 
tention away from the im¬ 
pressive victory scored by 
Edward M. (Ted) Kennedy 
as he sw’ept to election in 
his quest for a seat in the 
U. S. Senate. 

Surviving GOP pol 
ilicos are likely to ex¬ 
perience nightmares in 
the months ahead as 


they contemplate the 
prospect of having both 
John F. Kennedy and Ted 
Kennedy on (he Massa¬ 
chusetts election ballot in 
1964, one seeking reelec¬ 
tion to the Presidency, 
the other standing for a 
full term in the U. S. Sen¬ 
ate. 

On the basis of Tues¬ 
day’s returns the Republi¬ 
can high command may 
have to call for volunters 
in '64 when they look for 
a candidate to match 
against Ted. 

There is little question 
but that the popularity of 
the Kennedy’s helped to 
make possible the unex¬ 
pectedly strong run by Pea¬ 
body and the photo finish 
in his contest with Volpe. 

Peabody waged a tre¬ 
mendously energetic cam¬ 
paign. He stumped as no 
candidate has done since 
the late Maurice J. Tobin. 
He had strength in Repub¬ 
lican areas which few De¬ 
mocratic office-seekers can 
muster. But Volpe appear¬ 


'd to be clearly ahead as 
le and Peabody came into 
che home stretch of their 
race. 

Then Peabody lied 
himself closely to Pres¬ 
ident Kennedy in speech¬ 
es and newspaper adver¬ 
tisements. He hammered 
at the fact that Volpe 
had criticized Kennedy in 
speeches outside Massa¬ 
chusetts. And the tide 
turned enough for Pea¬ 
body to put on his great 
drive. 

Ted Kennedy’s tremen¬ 
dous appeal also brought 
out additional Democratic 
voters who helped to swell 
Peabody’s total. 

Volpe was a strong can¬ 
didate. Make no mistake 
about that. So was his run¬ 
ning mate, Representative 
Francis W. Perry, the GOP 
nominee for Lieutenant 
Governorship. Under or¬ 
dinary circumstances Perry 
would have won his fight. 
He is still one of the Re¬ 
publican party’s most at¬ 
tractive candidates, and the 
likelihood he will not be 
long absent from the pol¬ 
itical wars. 

Victory came to Ted 
Kennedy in about the 
over whelming fashion 
that was expected. Until 
he himself chooses to re¬ 
linquish his Senate seat 
Ted undoubtedly will re¬ 
main in the upper branch 
of Congress for this 


young man shapes up as 
potentially a better cam¬ 
paigner than his brother. 

A remarkable thing 
about the drive Ted Ken¬ 
nedy made for the Senate 
was that he didn’t utter a 
word of criticism against 
his opponent in either the 
primary or the election 
campaign. 

Even when he was en¬ 
gaged in debates and 
was himself being at¬ 
tacked, Ted concentrated 
on his own position ap¬ 
proach, and his meet- 
the-people campaign was 
something to behold. 

Congressman Laurence 
Curtis probably would 
have made a stronger fight 
against Kennedy than 
George Lodge was able to 
mount. The margin in a 
Kennedy - Curtis fight 
might have been closer. 
But the difference would 
have been academic for 
Kennedy would have pre¬ 
vailed, arid Lodge was not 
a soft opponent. 

Now Ted Kennedy goes 
to Washington as the 
junior Senator from Mas¬ 
sachusetts, just as his 
older brother did a decade 
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ago. And there is a grow¬ 
ing feeling that he has 
what it takes to be an out¬ 
standing Senator. 

Edward M. Brooke 
surged to a very impres¬ 
sive victory in winning 
election a s Attorney- 
General. 

If the recount finally 
should show Peabody the 
winner over Volpe. Brooke 
by virtue of his status as 
the lone Republican hold¬ 
ing State Constitutional 
office in Massachusetts 
would become the titular 
head of the GOP. 

If Volpe emerges the vic¬ 
tor from the recount, he 
will remain the head man 
of the Republican party in 
the State. In any event 
Brooke now assumes a posi¬ 
tion of great importance in 
the State government. 

Some of the situations 
which developed in con¬ 
nection with the Volpe- 
Peabody fight make it

obvious that either some 
new laws stiould be en¬ 
acted covering the count¬ 
ing of ballots or existing 
laws should be enforced. 

It is preposterous that 
the election officers in any 
polling places should count 
part of the ballots in their 
custody, then knock off 
work, go home and return 


the next evening to finish 
the job, as was done in one 
town. 

That leaves the door 
open to obvious fraud. 

We have always been 
under t h e impression 
that polling place offi¬ 
cers were required by 
law to remain on the job 
until they finished the 


job of counting the bal¬ 
lots. 

If that isn’t the law, it 
should be made the law. 

If it is the law, those 
who violate it should be 
prosecuted. 

The implications behim 
what happened in at least 
one community are shock 
ing.

“X Marks The Spot” Where 
Ballot Disputes Are Born 

City Clerk Monte G. Basbas explained today that 
when a cross is marked on a ballot for a candidate the 
point of intersection where the two lines of the pencil 
cross meet cannot be above or below the box where the 
cross is supposed to be placed. 

Even though most of the 
cross is within the box but the 
actual point of intersection of 
the two lines is above or belov 
it, the vote cannot be countec 
as in that box, he said. 

This explanation was made 
by Basbas in response to in¬ 
quiries by Graphic readers as 
to how disputes can develop 
concerning pencil crosses on 
the ballot.

This resulted from the 
fact that in the rush of 
election night the returns 
from one precinct in the 
5th Middlesex district were 
erroneously counted in the 
totals for the four candi¬ 
dates in the 4th district. 

The corrected figures in the 
4th district are 9083 for Rep¬ 
resentative John W. Whitte- 
more, 8005 for Aldermen 
Bradley, 7825 for Attorney 
Fisher and 7112 for former 
Alderman Alfred R. Guzzi. 

Originally the totals were 
announced as 9616 for Whitte- 
more, 8481 for Bradley, 8218 
for Fisher and 7504 for Guzzi. 
Those figures subsequently 
were corrected when the mis 
take was discovered. 

The Newton returns pub¬ 
lished in last week’s Graph¬ 
ic on the hectic struggle 
for the Governorship be¬ 
tween Governor Volpe and 
Endicott Peabody remain 
unchanged. 

They gave Volpe 25,215 
votes and Peabody 16,789. 

Newton was one of the Re¬ 
publican strongholds where 
Volpe received a smaller 
plurality than was expected. 

Even though 870 more 
votes were cast for Governor 
than for Lieutenant Governor, 
Volpe trailed 636 votes be¬ 
hind Representative Francis 
W. Perry, GOP nominee for 
Lieutenant Governor, in New 
ton. Perry carried the city 
by 10,086 votes and Volpe by 
8426 votes. 

Had Volpe carried New¬ 
ton by as big a margin as 
did Edward W. Brooke, 
he would have been reelect¬ 
ed to a second term by a 
comfortable plurality. 

The 4th Middlesex district, 
where the Bradley-Fisher 
vote will be counted, takes in

Political Highlights

These observations are pred-1 
irated on the assumption that 
Peabody's plurality, slim as it 
is, will withstand any changes 
which occur from errors uncov¬ 
ered in a recount. 

Apart from the poor politic¬ 
al strategy in not utilizing the 
graduated income tax issue, 
cold figures now ret cal that 
Volpe was “cut” just enough 
by the Republican voters—the 
members of his own party— 
to make the difference between 
victory and defeat. 

This unquestionably uas 
partly due to the ill feeling be¬ 
tween Volpe and the camps of 
certain of the other candidates 
on the GOP State ticket, es¬ 
pecially George C. Lodge, and 
to the resentment against Volpe 
for running as an individual 
rather than as the head of his 
party. 

In short, the political stra¬ 
tegy which worked effectively 
for Volpe in 1960 backfired 
upon him in 1962. 

Bitter feeling between the 
Volpe and Lodge camps was 
evident during the latter stages 
of the campaign. 

Political observers didn't 
pay too much attention to it 
because all the polls and sur¬ 
veys showed \olpe leading 
Peahodv right down to the 
weekend before election. Lodge 
also was heading for certain 
defeat in his battle with Ted 
Kennedy. So what difference 
did it make if the Lodge ad¬ 
herents were steamed up 
against Volpe? 

In view of the razor-thin 
margin by which Volpe lost to 
Peabody it may have made a 
lot of difference. The resent¬ 
ment against Volpe within the 
Republican party was not con¬ 
fined to the Lodge organiza¬ 
tion although that's where it 
was strongest. 

Looking back over the cam¬ 
paign. several things stand 
out which reflect the undercur¬ 
rent of bitterness which ran 
just below the surface in the 
Republican party. 

When former President Ei¬ 
senhower came to Boston for 
the big GOP fund-raising din¬ 
ner which was the high point 
of the Republican campaign in 
the State, big pictures were 
displayed in the banquet hall 
of Eisenhower, Volpe and Sen¬ 
ator Leverett Saltonstall who 
wasn't running for anything. 

There were no pictures of 
Henry Cabot Lodge, who had 
been the Republican nominee 
for \ ice President in 1960, or 
of George C. Lodge, the can¬ 
didate for the U. S. Senate, or 
of any of the other members of 
the Republican State ticket. 

That didn't set well at all 
uith certain of Volpe's run -. 
ning mates, and the rumblings 
of discontent were loud and 
clear , especially among the 
Lodge partisans. 

If Volpe was unaware of this 
feeling, it was brought home 
forcefully to him when former 
Governor’s Councillor Augus¬ 


tus Means publicly blasted him 
and endorsed Endicott Pea¬ 
body. 

Means is no great shakes as 
a politician. He was the GOP 
nominee for Stale Treasurer in | 
1954 and for Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor in 1960 and took a shel* j 
lacking in both elections. 

BUT HE IS THE FIRST I 
COUSIN OF HENRY CABOT! 
LODGE. 

At the Republican national 
convention in Chicago in 1960 
the two spokesmen for the 
senior Lodge before he was 
nominated as the GOP candi¬ 
date for Vice President were 
George Lodge and Augustus 
Means. 

Means made it very clear 
at the Chicago conclaxe that 
Lodge's candidacy for Vice 
President meant much more to 
him than his own hopes of 
becoming Lieutenant Governor. 

The significance of all this 
is that one word from Lodge 
probably would have silenced 
Means and halted his attack 
upon Volpe and his surprise 
endorsement of Peabody. 

The writer has no evidence 
that Means cleared his state¬ 
ment with the Lodges before 
he issued it. but his relation¬ 
ship has been so close with 
them in the past that it would 
be reasonable to assume he 
did. 

Volpe. of course, knew that 
Lodge was making a losing 
fight against Ted Kennedv. and 
he had sound strategical rea¬ 
sons for not allying himself 
too closely with Lodge. 

Yet. as the leader of the Re¬ 
publican party in Massachu¬ 
setts he had a political obliga¬ 
tion to run with his team to a 
greater extent that he did. 

The feeling of supporters 
of Edward W. Brooke towards 
Volpe was not as cordial as 
it might have been. 

This stemmed from their be¬ 
lief that Volpe wanted former 
U. S. Attorney Elliot Richard¬ 
son of Brookline, not Brooke, 
as the Republican candidate 
for Attorney General. 

Brooke tried to put down 
the anti-VoIpe feeling among 
his partisans and to rally them 
solidly behind Volpe. He was 
not altogether successful in do¬ 
ing so. 

Francis \V. Perry and 
Brooke tried to persuade Volpe 
to engage in a “team” dehate 
during the campaign. Their 
idea was they could turn Pea¬ 
body’s repeated debate chal¬ 
lenges to the advantage of the 
GOP. 

What they proposed uas a 
team debate, with Volpe. Perry 
and Brooke on one side and 
Peabody, Francis Y. Bellotti 
and Francis E. Kelly on the 
other side. 

From the Republican stand¬ 
point it was a pretty astute 
proposition. But Volpe would¬ 
n't go for it and turned it 
down. 

All this adds up to the fact 


that the GOP State ticket was 
far from one happy family, 
and it explains in part why 
Volpe didn’t poll the vote he 
expected in the Republican 
towns. 

Francis W. Perry, incident¬ 
ally, went all out for Volpe 
despite the fart that the Gov¬ 
ernor sought to ha\c the GOP 
State Comention endorse State 
Senator John F. Parker of 
Taunton as the Republican 
candidate for Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor. 

If Peabody had bested Volpe 
by 100.000 votes, the rifts 
within the Republican party 
would ha\e been only one of 
the factors contributing to 
Volpe’s defeat. 

In a race as close as this 
one was, however, it's possible 
to pinpoint some of the things 
which meant the difference be¬ 
tween grief and glory for 
V ol pe. 

Some persons are likely to 
ask why it was right for Volpe 
to run as an individual in 1960 
and wrong for him to do so in 
1962. 

The answer is that as a sit¬ 
ting Governor he was the lead¬ 
er of the Republican party, 
this and that the other GOP 
candidates had a right to ex¬ 
pect him to run as the leader 
of their party. In 1960 he was 
just an individual candidate 
trying to survive a Democratic 
sweep. 

The drop in Republican 
fortunes in Massachusetts in a 
little more than three months 
has been astounding. 

When the Legislature pro¬ 
rogued at the end of July, 
Governor Volpe’s prestige was 
at an all-time high. He was an 
overwhelming favorite at that 
time to win reelecion. 

Today Republican fortunes 
are at their lowest ebb in Mas¬ 
sachusetts at least since 1950, 
and in ]950 the GOP control¬ 
led the State Senate and thus 
had a veto power over the 
Democratic Governor. 

In the recent election the 
GOP lost just about everything 
that was Insable except the At¬ 
torney Generalship. The Re¬ 
publican party itself uas left 
in chaotic shambles. 

Despite the family quarrels 
within the GOP and the mis¬ 
takes made by the Volpe brain 
trust, Peahodv could not have 
won the Governorship except 
for the masterful job done bv 
Congressman Thomas P. O’¬ 
Neill, Jr., after he assumed 
charge of the Peabody cam¬ 
paign. 

O'Neill is a master political 
technician. He was able to pull 
Democratic politicos into line 
who were unenthusiastic about 
Peahodv but who couldn't turn 
down a request from O'Neill to 
get out and do some work for 
the Democratic standard-bear¬ 
er. 

The popular Congressman 
ran Peabody's campaign, with 
a sure, professional touch. He 
conceded that Peabody was 
trailing Volpe slightly down 
to the wire but insisted Pea¬ 
body would catch the Governor 
on election day. Practically 
everyone scoffed at his ap¬ 
praisal until the votes were 
counted. 

The day O'Neill assumed di¬ 
rection of Peabody’s campaign 
was the day the danger signals 
went up for V olpe even though 
they weren't recognized at the 
time. O'Neill is quite an asset 
to have on your side in a poli¬ 
tical fight.

Most disputes develop when 
the voter marks his pencil 
cross on the ballot in so care¬ 
less a fashion that his intent 
is not clear or where most of 
the cross Is inside a box but 
the intersection of the two lines 
is above or below it. 

A person might have intend¬ 
ed to vote for Governor Volpe 
but marked his cross care¬ 
lessly. 

If most of the cross is in the 
box beside Volpe’s name, but 
the intersection of the two lines 
is above the box, the vote 
would not be counted for any¬ 
one. 

If, on the other hand, part 
of the cross was in the box 
beside Volpe’s name and part 
in the box beside Peabody’s 
name, it would depend on 
where the intersection of the

Modern Supermarket Will 
Span Toll Road Extension 


One of the most modern 
supermarkets in New Eng¬ 
land will be built in Newton¬ 
ville to replace the present 
Star Market if requested zon¬ 
ing changes are granted, 
Stephen P. Mugar, president 
of the company, stated today. 
Construction of the Boston ex¬ 
tension of the Toll Road has 
caused the appeal for a new 
site next to the market’s 
present location. 

The Star Market will cover 
over 37.000 square feet. To 
meet the engineering require¬

many of the 100 were opposed 
to petition. Then, when an¬ 
other hand showing was asked, 
it was indicated that the re¬ 
mainder of the spectators lived 
elsewhere than Auburndale, 
and of them, 18 indicated they 
were opposed, and three were 
in favor. 

Theh case for the petitioner 
was opened by Atty. Richard 
H. Lovell of 234 Park street, 
Newton, appearing as co-coun¬ 
sel for the Marriott group who 
explained that Marriott Motor 
Hotels of Newton, Inc., was a 
wholly owned subsidiary of 
Hot Shoppe, Inc., of Washing¬ 
ton, D. C. He went on to de¬ 
scribe the proposed site as 
ideal and strategic because of 
its proximity to Route 128 and 
the multiple series of inter¬ 
changes marking the start of 
the Weston-Boston toll road 
extension. The petitioners 
would build and operate a 
family hotel in the best manner 
they had found to be success¬ 
ful in other areas, Lovell de 
dared. 

J. Willard Marriott, Sr. presi¬ 
dent of Hot Shoppe, Inc., be¬ 
gan by saying he realized the 
property in question was close 
to the hearts of the people. He 
then told how his organization 
started with a root beer stand 
in Washington, D. C., and then, 
over the years, branched out 
into the restaurant and hotel 
business, with beautiful and 
elaborate motor hotels operat¬ 
ing successfully in such places 
as Dallas. Washington and 
Philadelphia, all of them hav¬ 
ing a resort atmosphere. After 
referring to his corporation’s 
financial condition, Mr. Mar¬ 
riott said that, “if you want 
this type of establishment, we 
assure you we are capable of 
supplying it." 

Therer followed seven min¬ 
utes of colored slides showing 
some of thhe Hot Shoppe oper¬ 
ations, with particular empha¬ 
sis on the one in Philadelphia 
which, It was explained, was 
somewhat similar, with its ban¬ 
quet and meeting facilities, its 
swimming pool and ice skating 
area, to the one proposed for 
Norumbega Park. 

Other Hot Shoppe officials 
were heard, and then Atty Phil 
Fine, Waban resident, co-coun 
sel with Atty. Lovell, and a 
Boston and Washington lawyer 
who recently resigned as as¬ 
sistant chairman of the Small

nation’s capital, summarized 
the case for the petitioners. 

“We tend to become over- 
sentimental about Norumbega 
Park," he began. “We ignore 
the fact that the age we live 
in has made it an unsuccessful 
operation. The Totem Pole 
Ballroom is in a state of gross 
disrepair . The habits of 
the younger elements have 
changed." 

Declaring that the best pos 
sible use of the property 
was the one the petitioners pro¬ 
posed, Atty. Fine pointed out 
that the park was not a public 
one, but is operated at a loss 
by private promoters. 

Expressing faivor with the pe¬ 
titioners’ proposal were Sil- 
verus Smith, former Newton 
alderman, but now of Arling¬ 
ton and Atty. Dennis M. Cronin 
of 27 Oakland avenue, describ¬ 
ed by Smith as the son of the 
man who succeeded him as 
alderman. 

Benjamin Shattuck, presi¬ 
dent of the Newton Conserva 
tors, led off the long parade of 
opponents. He deplored the 
fact that the proposed hotel’s 
parking area would be black 
topped, completely spoiling the 
area’s wooded characteristics. 
He predicted that if the peti¬ 
tion is allowed, the Garden 
City would become a less at¬ 
tractive place and turn into a 
city of blacktop, concrete and 
brick." 

Other opponents were Basil 
K. Wood who presented a peti¬ 
tion of protest signed by a 
number of abutters; Manuel 
Beckwith, a member of the 
School Committee who sug 
gested that City Hall take a 
lease on the property to pro 
tect it; George Michaels of 195 
Islington road; John Vacaro of 
150 Islington road; Mrs. Joel 
B. Leighton, 31 Colgate road, 
Newton Lower Falls, who ap¬ 
peared as a representative of 
the Newton League of Women 
Voters; Atty. John Carney, 
representing Islington road 
residents, and David W. Jack- 
son of the Aubumdale Im¬ 
provement Society. 

The matter was taken under 
advisement.

royal bird will be served 
throughout the hospital. 

About 50 patients must 
wait a few weeks for their 
dinner. They are on special 
diets and can’t cope with a 
drumstick now. Others must 
wait a few r years, since 
they are too new in the 
world. Six dally bottles of 
infant formula currently are 
more nourishing to them 
than all the cranberries and 
dressing in Massachusetts. 

Preparing and serving over 
300 Thanksgiivng dinners 
takes lots of planning, accord¬ 
ing to Miss Mary Kennedy of 
Quincy, chief dietician at the 
hospital. Her recipe calls for 
350 pounds of turkey, 15 
pounds of cranberries, 60 
pounds of potatoes. 100 pies, 
10U pounds of squash, two 
gallons of stuffed olives, and 
so on. 

“The big meal at the hos¬ 
pital Is served at noon,” she 
reported. On Thanksgiving, 
our cooks have the ovens 
lighted by 3 a.m. That's so 
the turkeys will he golden 
brown and ready for carv¬ 
ing shortly before noon.” 

In all, five cooks and a 
baker staff Miss Kennedy’s 
kitchen. Another three dozen 
people are needed to place 
the dinners into portable 
steam carts, deliver them 
throughout the block- long 
builidng, and transfer them 
onto serving trays. 

In the patient areas, meals 
are served by hospital person¬ 
nel, or by volunteers who 
take time on the Holiday to 
help in the hospital. Miss 
Kennedy noted that a special 
touch is supplied by unique 
tray favors prepared this 
year by the United Synagogue 
Youth of Newton Centre’s 
Temple Emmanuel, a group 
of 18 ninth grade girls. 

Motivating everyone at the 
community hospital is a de¬ 
sire to keep Thanksgiving a 
special day for people unable 
to be home. The smiles, the 
atmosphere, even the attrac¬ 
tive tray covers seek to en¬ 
courage people to get well. 
In every way possible, people 
at the hospital try to make 
it a good old-fashioned 
Thanksgiving.

The totals reported in 
last week’s Graphic for the 
four contenders were 9083 for 
Whittemore, 8005 for Bradley, 
7825 for Fisher and 7112 for 
Guzzi. 

The only candidate to gain 
votes on the recount was 
Guzzi, whose total Increased 
from 7112 to 7155, a pickup of 
43 votes. 

Whittemore dropped from 
9083 to 9065, a loss of 15. 

Bradley’s total was cut 
from 8005 to 7962 as a result 
of the recount, while Fisher’s 
total vote dropped from 7825 
to 7788. 

On the whole, the original 
tabulation of the vote proved 
to be reasonably accurate 
since some minor mistakes, 
invariably occur in the rush of 
election night. 

Despite the fact that 
18,581 ballots were counted, 
the greatest shifts were a 43- 
vote loss for Bradley and a 
43-vote gain for Guzzi.

Name College 
Building For 
Geo. Sherman 

George Sherman, well 
known Newton and Boston 
businessman, philanthropist 
and trustee of Boston Univer¬ 
sity, will be signally honored 
by having the University’s 
$4,400,000 University Union 
Building, now nearing comple¬ 
tion on the Charles River cam¬ 
pus, named after him. 

In making the announce¬ 
ment, President Harold C. 
Case of the University stated 
that Mr. and Mrs. Sherman 
had contributed an undisclosed 
amount towards the costs of 
the building, a "sum which 
constitutes one of the largest 
private benefactions in the 
history of Boston University.” 
The building will be known 
as, ‘The George Sherman Uni¬ 
versity Union.” 

The Union Building which 
is destined to be the major 
social-cultural force on the 
campus is constructed of cast 
stone, steel and glass. It will 
rise five levels on the Bay 
State Road side and three 
levels on the Commonwealth 
Ave. side 

Among the extensive facili¬ 
ties within the building will 
be a dining room capable of 
seating 2000; a 250-seat audi¬ 
torium; the University book¬ 
store: a faculty dining room;

that most Americans get” ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Guild, ‘‘is while 
running to the train or shovel¬ 
ing snow.” ‘‘This they do quite 
well, but that is about all, for 
most are done with any type 
of exercise, erven walking, by 
the time they get home in the 
evening.” “In the past,” he 
said, “the emphasis has been 
put on Youth Fitness, while all 
the adults are standing around 
getting fatter and fatter.” 

Guild said that only a small 
percentage of adults are really 
motivated enough to stay fit 
and that the person who has 
been told he has to stay fit by 
a doctor in most cases does not 
have the inner motivation or 
desire to stay fit. “The persons 
most likely to keep in shape, 
and there never has been any 
proof between fitness and 
longevity of life are those who 
enjoy it and who take time out 
each day to practice some rigo¬ 
rous physical activity. 

James B. Hurst, New Eng¬ 
land Area YMCA Secretary for 
Health and Physical Education, 
commended the Businessmen’s 
Club for adopting the Cana¬ 
dian Air Force Fitness plans.

Are Announced 

Closing dates for Christmas 
mail to all parts of the United 
States have been released by 
the post office, as follows: 

For Pacific Coast States— 
Christmas cards — December 
10th. 

Parcels for States West of 
Mississippi — December 2nd; 
Christmas cards — December 
10th. 

Parcels for States East of 
Mississippi — December 5th; 
Christmas cards — December 
15th. 

Parcels for New England 
States and Greater Boston — 
December 10th; greeting 
cards — December 15th. 

Postmaster Ephraim Martin 
stated that gifts and Christ¬ 
mas cards can be sent by air 
mail to any part of the Unit¬ 
ed States up to December 
19th. He stated that more 
than 200 million cards and 
packages will be processed in 
the Boston District in the 
month of December and urged 
the public to lend the same 
fine cooperation by early and 
regular deposits of cards as 
they extended last year. The 
postmaster called attention to 
the new Christmas postage 
stamp which is now available 
for the first time and being 
sold at all postoffices. He stat¬ 
ed that the preliminary sales 
of this special stamp had far 
exceeded the high expecta¬ 
tions of postal officials. 

Postal authorities also urg¬ 
ed the public to mail all over¬ 
seas Christmas parcels this 
week or holiday delivery can¬ 
not be assured by surface 
transportation.

for a raise in the school pop¬ 
ulation, estimating that about 
14 new teachers willl be need¬ 
ed. The Taxpayers’ Associa¬ 
tion figured $120,000 would 
have to be allowed for the 
growth in school population. 

Mayor Gibbs, The Graphic 
learned, is planning to recom¬ 
mend some raise of his own 
for municipal employees next 
year. 

Tax Rate May Go 
Over $70 Without Raises 

Experts on municipal fin¬ 
ance expressed the conviction 
that Newton's tax rate will be 
more than $70 next year even 
If the School Committee does¬ 
n’t grant any raises. 

Spokesmen for Newton 
teachers made it plain that 
they are seeking substantial 
salary increases. They dis¬ 
closed that three separate pro¬ 
posals for wage boosts have 
been submitted to the School 
Board, 

The discussion "was trig¬ 
gered by the Taxpayers’ As¬ 
sociation bulletin which in 
substance claimed that the 
School Committee holds the 
key to whether Newton’s tax 
rates goes over $70 next year. 

The Association recom¬ 
mended “that not more than 
$40,000 be added to the 
teachers’ 1953 salary ached- 
lie unless new factors are 
found. (This sum, it was ex¬ 
plained, “would be in addi¬ 
tion to the $480,000 Increase 
already built in to the 1903 
budget by the salary scale 
adopted last year plus an¬ 
other $120,000 for the 1.2 
per cent growth in school 
population.” 

(This $000,000 would add 
about $2.25 to Newton's tax 
rate and would Increase it to 
$69.95.) 

In making Its projection of 
a $69.95 tax rate, the Taxpay¬ 
ers’ Association estimated 
that the cost of municipal op¬ 
erations, apart from the 
school department, would go 
up $300,000 and that debt 
Charges would rise $50,000 
next year. 

“The Association also fig¬ 
ured that the assessed value 
of taxable property in New¬ 
ton would be the same next 
year as this year. That was 
based on the assumption that 
any new property constructed 
in the city would be offset by 
the losses suffered by proper¬ 
ty-takings by the Turnpike 
Authority to make way for 
the Toll Road extension. 

School Committee Chair¬ 
man Freedman declared that 
the per pupil cost for educa¬ 
ting Newton’s children is sub¬ 
stantially lower than the com¬ 
parable expense in other com¬ 
munities with which Newton 
is frequently compared. 
Freedman Points To 
Competition For Teacher* 
Stressing that Newton must 
meet competition to retain its 
best teachers, Freedman dis¬ 
closed that a mathematics 
teacher recently resigned to 
accept a post at Kent School 
in Connecticut where he will 
be paid $1500 a year more 
than he was receiving here. 

He said that teachers at 
Newton High School have 
been receiving attractive of¬ 
fers from Exeter, Andover 
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and other outstanding prep¬ 
aratory schools, as well as 
some colleges. 

The blunt fact which must 
be considered, Freedman sta¬ 
ted, is that good Newton 
teachers are being attracted 
away by higher salaries of¬ 
fered In other schools and 
communities. 

“I believe the majority of 
the citizens of Newton want 
a good public school system 
and will accept the judg¬ 
ment of the School Commit¬ 
tee even though their taxes 
are raised,” Chairman Freed¬ 
man declared, adding that 
he was speaking as one in¬ 
dividual member of the 
School Board. 

“The School Committee is 
appreciative of the financial 
situation of the city,” Freed¬ 
man continued. “It recognizes 
its obligation to the city and 
its duty not to take any un¬ 
reasonable action which would 
increase the tax rate. 

“Yet, the School Committee 
also has a responsibility to do 
everything it can to maintain 
and improve the standards of 
the Newton public school sys¬ 
tem which enjoys so favorable 
a national reputation. 

Newton Gets Praise 
From National Source 
“I am sure,” Freedman 
went on, “that Newton citi¬ 
zens were pleased to note that 
the editors of Time Magazine 
recently mentioned Newton 
High School as one of the five 
high schools in America where 
programs compared favorable 
with such fine secondary 
schools as Andover and Exe¬ 
ter.’’ 

Freedman said that the 
foundation and keystone of 
any good school must be its 
teachers and other personnel. 

“The question,” he added, 
“is what is appropriate com¬ 
pensation for such personnel 
in order that good teachers 
may be retained and attracted 
to this city. 

“It is the duty of the 
Newton School Committee 
to determine In its judg¬ 
ment what is best for the 
education of the children 
of Newton. It Is obligated 
to make that decision in 
good faith and consistent 
with the wishes and the 
ability of the citizens of 
Newton to pay for that kind 
of education for their chil¬ 
dren.” 

Chairman Freedman de¬ 
clared that no decision yet 
has been made by the School 
Board members on new teach¬ 
er salary schedules. He con¬ 
firmed reports that the teach¬ 
ers are seeking very substan¬ 
tial increases. 

Indications are that the 
School Board will not come 
anywhere near meeting the 
requests of the teachers but 
that some raises will be voted 
in order to prevent losses of 
teachers.

Msu're In good hands wtth 
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Newton Stuns Brookline 
With 8-0 Upset Victory 

Newton High School’s dogged and determined foot¬ 
ball team scored one of the big upsets of the schoolboy 
gridiron season as it stunned Brookline 8-0 before an 
overflow crowd of almost 10,000 at rain-soaked Dickin¬ 
son Stadium in the annual Thanksgiving meeting be¬ 
tween the two schools. 

Speedy Steve Carroll splashed 21 yards for the 
only touchdown of the contest, and quarterback Mickey 
Beard swept across for the two-point conversion. 


Beard played an outstand¬ 
ing game, both on offence and 
defense, intercepting a for¬ 
ward pass on his goal line to 
thwart one Brookline drive. 

A stout-hearted Newton de¬ 
fense blunted the vaunted 
Brookline attack, with John 
Rosenberg, Tony Conti and 
Larry Kemelgor among the 
shining Tiger stars. 

Jubilant Coach Jim Ro- 
mayne attributed the great 
Newton victory to “team spir¬ 
it and determination.” 

Disappointed Brookline 
Coach Ed Sclunlz felt the 
game should not have been 
played In the Thanksgiving 
rain, but should have been 
postponed until Saturday, as 
were many other schoolboy en¬ 
counters. 

While it was a general con¬ 
sensus that the muddy field 
was a factor in Newton’s fa¬ 
vor and that the rain helped 
to wash out Brookline’s aerial 
attack, a feeling exists that 
the fired-up Tigers might 
have emerged the winners on 
any kind of field, wet or dry. 

It was Newton’s first tri¬ 
umph over Brookline since 
1955 and the first winning sea¬ 
son for the Tigers since 1958,

One is on Rumford avenue 
In West Newton. The second 
is on Eliot street in Newton 
Highlands. 

The consultants have report¬ 
ed that it would cost between 
$80,000 and $100,000 more to 
build the incinerator on Rum- 
ford avenue than it would to 
erect it on Eliot street. 

How t er, it is understood 
that Rumford avenue is now 
considered the No 1 choice as 
a location for the incinerator. 

Mayor Gibbs is planning to 
press for speedy action on the 
incinerator bond issue. 

He feels there is an urgent 
and pressing need for the con¬ 
duction of an incinerator 
tomewhere in Newton. 

The Mayor points out that 
^he existing incinerator on 
Pine street, which is operating 
24 hours a day, is inadequate 
to meet the city's needs. Col¬ 
lection costs have risen sub¬ 
stantially. 

Mayor Gibbs has told the 
Aldermen during his informal 
meeting with them that the 
proposed new incinerator 
should last for 25 years and 
that $2 million spent for it 
would be a sound investment. 

The Mayor also has de¬ 
clared that the operation of 
the incinerator would make 
possible substantial savings 
in trucking costs.

High Hopes Held For Science Start

The Newton school system 
has undertaken a new ap¬ 
proach to the teaching of sci¬ 
ence, It was announced last 
week by Jacob Shilken, direc¬ 
tor of the science department 
at Newton High School.

ern, observed the teaching of 
science In six Newton elemen¬ 
tary schools during last Sep¬ 
tember and October. They are 
currently preparing a report 
on their findings, and are 
shaping up a structured pro¬ 
gram to improve teaching 
methods. 

The program’s supporters 
feel that It will work because 
it is unique in four ways: 

1. —It begins in the early 
school grades rather than at 
a higher level, and serves as a 
base on which to build a con¬ 
tinuous, comprehensive and 
constructured science program 
for public school children. 

2. —It begins at the school 
site rather than being drawn 
up on paper first and then 
moved to the schools. 

3. —It shows concern for the 
variability in interests, ap¬ 
titudes and abilities of chil¬ 
dren and teachers. 

4. —It brings together, per¬ 
haps for the first time, educa¬ 
tors from all levels (kinder¬ 
garten through college) who 
assume equivalent responsib¬ 
ility for planning, evaluating 
and executing a program of 
science that will have mean¬ 
ingful and lasting effects on 
the students. 

Jacob Shilken, who will serve 
as project coordinator, esti¬ 
mates that more than 5,000 
Newton elementary grade chil¬ 
dren and 200 teachers (kinder¬ 
garten through Grade 3) will 
be involved with the program 
by the fail of 1963. 

"This project was in my 
mind for about 10 years, but I 
really had no opportunity to 
start it until I became asso¬ 
ciated with the Newton school 
system last year,” Shilken 
said. 

Dr Ronald E. Scott, North¬ 
eastern’s Dean of the College 
of Engineering, said, "I’m sur¬ 
prised no one has thought of 
a program of this type before. 
It seems logical to start in 
the early grades and work up¬ 
ward to achieve best results.” 

Shilken pointed out that ob¬ 
servation will begin in grades 
four through six in 1963, and 
in grades seven through nine 
in 1964. 

"We are laying the ground¬ 
work in grades 10 through 12 
now," he added. "The Ford 
Foundation grant runs out in 
1964, so we are in the process 
of changing our high school 
system 90 it will fit in with 
this project in 1965. 

"If this project can show 
how science education can be 
developed into an integrated 
and continuous pattern 
through the cooperation of 
teachers at all levels, it should 
certainly prove to be of great 
importance to science educa¬ 
tion everywhere,” Shilken con¬ 
cluded.

Gas Cheaper, But 
Taxes Higher, 
Rotarians Hear 

It costs a motorists $1.50 in 
tax money every time his 
gasoline tank is filled, Jerry 
Kenney, spokesman for the 
Massachusetts Petroleum 
Council, told the Newton Ro¬ 
tary Club Monday, Nov. 26. 

He pointed out that the 
5% cent-a-gallon state tax, 
coupled with the four-cent 
federal tax, adds up to 94 
cents a gallon, "equivalent to 
a 51 percent sales tax—nearly 
five times higher than the tax 
levied on luxury items like 
furs.” 

"Nevertheless,” Kenney said, 
"the ever-i n cr e a s in g tax 
squeeze shouldn’t obscure the 
fact that gasoline is one of 
the nation’s best bargains. Its 
price is less today than in 
1918. Only the tax is higher.” 

He told the club members 
that the importance here of 
the petroleum industry is 
highlighted by the following 
facts: 

More than 20,000 persons are 
employed in it in the state. 

Massachusetts payrolls ap¬ 
proximate $68,000,000 annual¬ 
ly. 

The state’s more than 4700 
primary service stations do an 
annual business of $335,000,- 
ooo, an amount greater than 
the combined sales of house¬ 
hold, appliance and drug 
stores.
